QCWA AND THE ECONOMY: QCWA, like the rest of you, is experiencing the impact of the current economic condi- 
tions in the US and around the world. Reports from our finance advisors are cautious, but all indicate the basics of the 
US economy are sound. We are, however, living in a world environment and what happens in the world does impact 
QCWA as well as each of us. 


With these conditions in mind, as GM, | will be taking some action to reduce the office expenses with the least impact 
on continuing to provide to the members the support and services you have received in the past. 


One of the first changes you will notice is that the membership cards will no longer have a perforated member card but 
an indication where you can trim the card if you wish to place it in your wallet. To have the cards perforated is an extra 
step in the printing process. Eliminating this will save several hundred dollars in printing costs and allow access to a 
broader selection of vendors. These cards will be phased in after the existing stock is depleted. 


The gold, plastic Life Member card will also be replaced. Over time, the companies producing these cards do not wish to 
deal with the small volume of cards QCWA needs. They are all looking to produce the large quantity of special cards. 
These cards will be replaced with a special, unique printed membership card for Life Members. 


Costs of QCWA member supplies, for years, have included the postage for US, Canada and International mailing. These 
mailing costs have risen over the years and it is now necessary to make some adjustments in those costs. Postage for US 
mailing (US Zip codes) will continue to be included in the price. An additional fee for non-US Zip codes will be added 
effective for orders after January 1, 2012. The items under consideration are: caps, shirts, belt buckles and mouse pads. 
Badges and QSL cards already have added shipping costs identified and the vendor for wood plaques includes those 
costs when the item is quoted after the order is placed. 


I'll be working with the Board of Directors to assess other possible cost savings as well as programs to provide additional 
current income as well as long-term investment and growth programs. As these ideas and plans become firm, informa- 
tion will be posted on the web page and email notices will be distributed via the QCWA email reflectors. 


The QCWA Board of Directors established a program called the QCWA Endowment Fund, in 1999. This fund was estab- 
lished to provide a source of funds, independent of dues, for long-term programs, operating expenses or other purposes 
as defined by the Board of Directors. Frank Harris, Treasurer, has provided some ideas of how members may make con- 
tributions to that fund. If interested in any of these, you should consult with your attorney, CPA or financial advisor. (see

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Q. What MUST a ham know? 


A. That is a decision made by our volunteer examiners (VEs) 
and volunteer-examiner coordinators (VECs). Their conclu- 
sion as to what a ham should know - in places where the 
amateur service is regulated by the FCC - is that which is 
maintained in their pools of over 1600 questions. Included 
are questions about our regulator's rules (15%); our good 
amateur and good engineering practices (24%); and those 
technical fundamentals necessary to making meaningful 


those rules and practices (60%). A successful examinee must 


prove that he or she can answer correctly at least 75% of 
their questions. 

It doesn’t seem to matter to many administering VEs, 
however, which 25% of the questions their examinee has 
incorrect knowledge. Just exactly what every ham must 
know absolutely, therefore, is irresolute. 

Additionally, Section 97.107 authorizes a non-citizen of 
the United States (“alien”) holding an amateur service 
authorization granted by the alien's government to be the 
control operator of an amateur station located at places 
where the amateur service is regulated by the FCC, provided 
there is in effect a reciprocal operating arrangement, to 
which the United States and the alien's government are par- 
ties, for amateur service operation here on a reciprocal basis. 
So, whatever it is that an amateur operator in some foreign 
country must know is close enough for a non-U.S. citizen to 
know here. 


Q. Where exactly in the FCC rules does it say what it is 
that a person needs to know in order to obtain an 
amateur operator license? 


A. That is codified in Section 97.501 and Section 97.503. 
They say that the examinee must pass an examination such 
as to prove possession of the operational and technical quali- 
fications required to perform properly the duties of an ama- 
teur service licensee, Each examination must be comprised 
of a question set concerning the privileges of the operator 
license class sought. They are: 


Element 2: Technician Class operator 

Elements 2 and 3: General Class operator 
Elements 2, 3 and 4: Amateur Extra Class operator 
Q. Don’t the FCC exams cover everything? 


A. They cover what is considered by our VEs to be necessary

to being granted a FCC license. Our regulator, however, 
hasn't prepared or administered our examinations since 
1983; that is the job of our VEs. Section 97.507(b) requires 
that each question set utilize questions taken from our 
VECs' applicable question pool. Section 97.523 says that 
all VECs must cooperate in maintaining these pools. 

There must be at least 1200 questions distributed 
among the three pools: Technician 350; General 350; and 
Amateur Extra 500. The questions in the VECs' pools, 
therefore, establish what it is that a person needs to know 
in order to be the station licensee or control operator of an 
amateur station transmitting from any place where the 
amateur service is regulated by the FCC, with the privileges 
of the class of operator license grant held. 

The allocation of the questions in their pools, moreover, 
indicates what our VEs and VECs deem to be the most suit- 
able privileges for each operator class, under any type of 
conditions. In particular, it is noticeable that they consider 
Technician and General Class Operators to be authorized 
far too many privileges, notably excessive transmitter power 
limits, unwarranted emission type privileges and unsuitable 
special operations privileges. This is evidenced by questions 
concerning Technician Class operator and - to a lesser 
extent - General Class operator, privileges appearing only in 
the higher level pools. 


Q. Where are those good amateur and good engineer- 
ing practices stated? 


A. Some appear throughout our VECs’ three question 
pools. See BE informed No. 30 for a list of GAPS and GEPS 
that is being compiled. 


Q. By pool question G1B12, examinees are being 
instructed - incorrectly - that the FCC sets all of our 
design standards and operating practices beyond the 
rules adopted through rulemaking. Such, however, is 
not supported by the cited Section 97.101(a): In all 
respects not specifically covered by FCC Rules each 
amateur station must be operated in accordance with 
good engineering and good amateur practice. 


A. Your observation is correct. That question asks: 

G1B12. Who or what determines “good engineering 
and good amateur practice” as applied to the operation of 
an amateur station in all respects not covered by the Part 
97 rules? 
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A. The FCC 
B. The Control Operator 
C. The IEEE 
D. The ITU 


The VECs’ suggested answer “A” is misleading. Our good 
engineering and good amateur practices are established by 
our amateur service community, as confirmed by questions 
G1B08 and G2B07. Those two questions are both identified 
as being good amateur practices, yet there is no citation to 
any rule. They are declared to be good amateur practices 
only because they are considered as such by our question- 
preparing VEs. 

There are 189 questions in the Element 3 pool concerning 
our amateur service practices; presumably they are there 
because they are “good.” All of them should have come 
from our amateur service community. BE Informed No. 5.1, 
therefore, recommends that the VEs accept only the correct 
answer - Our amateur service community - or administer a 
different question from Sub-element G1 that is more perti- 
nent to proving that their examinee has General Class oper- 
ator knowledge of antenna structure limitations, good engi- 
neering and good amateur practice, restricted operation and 
retransmitting radio signals. 


Q. What types of questions do the pools contain? 


A. Our VECs have arranged the questions into 10 sub-ele- 
ments for each of the three classes of operator license 
grant. Here is an overall summary: 

Rules - 14.1% 

Procedures - 11.7% 

Circuits, equipment - 11.7% 

Antennas, feed lines - 11.7% 

Electrical components - 10.8% 

Practices - 10.0% 

Electrical principles - 9.1% 

Modulation - 8.3% 

Propagation - 7.5% 

Electrical power, RF hazards - 5.0% 


Q. But, what does an amateur operator REALLY need 
to know? 


A. There are at least two very diverse standards for that. 
Standard One comes directly from Section 97.503. It has 
the objective of expanding our reservoir of trained opera- 
tors, technicians and electronic experts. The examinee must 
prove that he/she possesses the operational and technical 
qualifications required to perform properly the duties of an 
amateur service licensee. A person must have those qualifi- 
cations in order to enjoy our hobby fully and serve the pur- 
pose for which it exists, i.e., self-training, intercommunica- 
tion and technical investigations carried out by amateurs, 
that is, duly authorized persons interested in radio technique 
solely with a personal aim and without pecuniary interest. 
Standard Two comes from the contemporary objective of 
having as many people as possible with license grants. The 
examinee need only be able to give the correct answers to 
the minimum number of pool questions required to pass. 
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One argument is that it only matters what you do after you 
get your license, not on how you go about obtaining it. 
Cutting corners should, apparently, be expected and tolerat- 
ed. 


ARE EXAMS REALLY NECESSARY? 


For over 27 years, under agreements with the FCC, our vol- 
unteer-examiner coordinators have recruited and accredited 
the tens-of-thousands of volunteer examiners who prepare 
and administer our examinations. Our fourteen VECs have 
assembled themselves into the National Conference of 
Volunteer Examiner Coordinators, for which W3BE has 
served as Vice-Chairman. The following is from his report to 
the 2011 annual NCVEC conference held on July 29 in 
Gettysburg, PA. 

Examinations are to enable our VEs to verify that every 
licensee is properly qualified for the privileges of an amateur 
operator license grant in places where the FCC regulates our 
amateur service. We will presume that everyone here 
believes strongly that examination is absolutely necessary. 

As you contemplate that presumption, please be mindful 
that our VEs make examination opportunities conveniently 
available practically everywhere. Consider also that our VECs 
do a splendid job in making known the content of our ques- 
tion pools. As it stands, when a person is even minimally 
qualified, he or she should have no difficulty in scoring at 
least our anemic D-minus passing grade. 

But we know that not everyone shares our view. This 
divergence has to be addressed from time to time when we 
are challenged with arguments against our examinations and 
schemes to bypass them. They all have that one objective in 
common: make the exams go away for one group or the 
other who want access to our valuable radio spectrum. 

You may have read the answers to some of these argu- 
ments. Here are some of the most popular that have been 
received and how they have been answered. 


Q. We want as many people as possible with FCC 
licenses. Those burdensome exams frighten away too 
many potential grantees and are bad for business. The 
naysayers predicted that doing away with the CW 
exams would ruin the hobby. That did not happen, 
just as it also would not happen were those written 
exams to disappear. Must we really have exams? 


A. Yes. Section 97.501 says that each applicant must pass 
an examination for a new amateur operator license grant 
and for every change in operator class. Each applicant for 
each class of operator license grant must pass, or otherwise 
receive examination credit for, certain examination elements. 
The International Telecommunication Union Radio-communi- 
cation Assembly, additionally, recommends that administra- 
tions take such measures as they judge necessary to verify 
the operational and technical qualifications of any person 
wishing to operate an amateur station. 
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Q. The ITU recommendation is just that: a recommen- 
dation. It does not even suggest written examina- 
tions. So, can’t the FCC change its rule? 


A. Yes, it does have that flexibility. The Communications 
Act likewise does not stipulate examinations, per se. It only 
requires our regulator to prescribe the qualifications of sta- 
tion operators; classify them according to the duties to be 
performed; fix the forms of such licensees; and issue them 
to persons found to be qualified. Our regulator, therefore, 
would have to decide that some different way - other than 
our written examinations - is preferable when finding a per- 
son qualified to hold an amateur operator license grant. 


Q. It is outdated reasoning that examinations are nec- 
essary to assure that hams will not construct interfer- 
ence-causing stations. That home-brewing era of cir- 
cuit diagrams, piece parts, and soldering irons is histo- 
ry. Very few U.S. hams construct or repair their appa- 
ratus. They depend almost completely upon foreign- 
produced apparatus. 

Those 74% passing grades underscore the futility of 
the examinations. It means that whichever one-quar- 
ter of our licensees’ knowledge can be erroneous. The 
VEs are typically unconcerned about what it is that 
their examinee has just proven to have a flawed 
awareness. They seem to stand aloof from the content 
of your question pools bank of needed knowledge. 

Emphasis on the technical aspects of amateur radio 
is giving way to shoring up operational shortcomings 
for professional emergency communicators. Technical 
knowhow is irrelevant for them. Can’t applicants just 
sign a statement of knowledge of the FCC rules? 


A. Possibly. The precedent is FCC Form 605 and NCVEC 
Form 605. They both require signing, among other things, 
this statement: 

| certify that | have read and will comply with Section 
97.13(c) of the Commission's Rules regarding radio frequen- 
cy radiation safety and the amateur service section of 
OST/OET Bulletin Number 65. 

[Non-U.S. citizens authorized by Section 97.107 are 
exempt from signing the preceding RF radiation safety state- 
ment.] 

The ITU Radiocommunication Assembly, however, recom- 
mends that any person seeking a license to operate an ama- 
teur station should demonstrate theoretical knowledge of 
international and domestic radio regulations; radiotelepho- 
ny, radiotelegraphy, and data and image methods of radio- 
communication; transmitter, receiver, antenna and propaga- 
tion and measurements radio system theory; radio emission 
safety; electromagnetic compatibility; and avoidance and 
resolution of radio frequency interference. 

Our examination system, moreover, enables our adminis- 
tering VEs to follow-up with each successful examinee at 
each exam session. They can timely review all questions 
missed and remedy any misunderstandings that their neo- 
phyte may have. 


Q. Nothing is more important than safety of human 
life. If signing a certification is the right way to deter- 
mine whether the person has actually read and truly 
understands something as vital as the RF safety rule, it 
must likewise be the right way to determine whether 
the person has read and understands all of the rules 
and it should apply universally to everyone — citizen 
and non-citizen alike — who causes or allows an ama- 
teur station to transmit from a place where our ama- 
teur service is regulated by the FCC. 


A. Section 97.501, however, says that each applicant must 
pass an examination for a new amateur operator license 
grant and for each change in operator class. Our VEs are 
responsible for preparing and administering those examina- 
tions. Our VECs’ question pools, moreover, do contain sev- 
eral questions on RF safety.

Residuary Bequest 
By using this technique you can leave all or a percentage of remainder of your estate after you have provided for your family and other specific 
beneficiaries (after taxes and expenses have been paid). A provision in your will might read as follows: 


“! bequeath all (or. percent) of my residuary estate to the General Manager, and Board of Directors of QCWA.” 


Contingent Bequest 
QCWA can also be included as a beneficiary if your named beneficiaries (such as family and loved ones) predecease you A provision in your 


will might read as follows: 


“| bequeath to my son, John Doe, the sum of $__ , and in the event he shall predecease me, | direct this sum to be paid to 
the QCWA General Manager, and Board of Directors of QCWA.” 


Other s of Gifts 
Life Insurance. You can name QCWA as the beneficiary, in whole or in part, of an existing life insurance policy. 


e Retirement Plans. Most tax-deferred retirement plans, such as a 401(k) or IRA permit you to name an organization such as QCWA as the 
beneficiary or all or part of the total amount. 


¢ Charitable Annuities or Remainder Trusts. Gifts can also be made that will provide income to the donor for life, followed by a gift to QCWA. 


° Life Estate Gifts. Property can be transferred to QCWA in such a way that the donor retains the right to use the property or the income for 
life. 


° Restricted Bequest 
Unrestricted gifts are the most flexible and useful way to provide for QCWA because the Board of Directors can use the funds to meet whatever 
need is most urgent at the time the gift is received. 


A restricted bequest designates a specific fund at QCWA such as the endowment or operating fund. We urge you to consult the GM QCWA 
before including such a gift in order to make sure the language is flexible enough to allow for the possibility that the program may discontinued 
or priorities may change. The following provision would be useful to accommodate such contingencies: 


“If any time, at the discretion of the Board of Directors of QCWA, this bequest shall no longer be considered necessary or appropri- 
ate for the stated purpose, the Board of Directors of QCWA shall have the authority to designate its use for another purpose that, to 
the extent possible, closely honors its original intention.”

LAST MINUTE ADDITION! 
Chapter 181, Hudson Valley (NY) 


Hudson Valley Chapter 181 held its annual meeting at the 
San Martino Ristorante in Yonkers, New York on Saturday, 
June 18, 2011.

Our guest 
speaker, Tom Rafaelli, WB2NHC, then gave a power point 
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presentation of Emergency Communications in Westchester 
County, New York. (Westchester County is just north of 
New York City). Tom is the Communications Chairman at 
the Westchester Chapter of the American Red Cross. He 
also is the ARRL Emergency Coordinator and the RACES 
Radio Officer for Westchester County. He serves as the 
Director of Emergency Services of the Westchester 
Emergency Communications Association (WECA), the 
local Club that maintains the local two-meter repeater; 
which is the important link for local communications. 

This is the same presentation Tom gives to Red Cross 
workers, with a special question and answer period devot- 
ed to information interesting to the hams present. He 
emphasized that hams provide emergency communica- 
tions for the county at a moment's notice, at their own 
expense and with their own equipment. He recalled how 
immediately after the 9/11 catastrophe, hams rallied to 
provide the only communications between the police, fire 
fighters and other emergency services, who were unable 
to communicate with each other because of their different 
operating frequencies. Each emergency services leader 
had a ham "shadow" 24/7 to provide communications 
among the various emergency services. Tom's group was 
able to send down about 200 hams, daily for two weeks 
on a 24-hour basis. 

The group also supplies hundreds of hams to aid in the 
famous New York Marathon, held every November. 

The WECA group has a tradition of working on 
improving emergency response, including the ability to 
communicate anywhere in the County by handheld walkie- 
talkies via the WECA repeater, (147.660 - 147.060) 

Together with the American Red Cross they have 
assembled an incredible, state-of-the art, emergency 
group. 

Acting Treasurer Sy Yuter, W2NBT, gave the treasurer's 
report and we are in great financial health. The Club 
donated $100 to the QCWA Scholarship Fund. 

We were especially saddened by the passing of Stan 
Egelberg, W2WQK, our Secretary-Treasurer.

Evolution 
of the Receiver 


t first listen, the receive section of almost any modern 

transceiver is great compared to the best we could 
get some years ago. If you look at the specs on recently 
manufactured rigs, you'll see that the differences are very 
small and that some of the specs were not even listed for 
receivers years ago when all they told you were the sensi- 
tivity, selectivity, and audio output power. Sensitivity was 
pretty much determined by the choice of vacuum tube in 
the front end. Since about everyone used a 455 khz |.F, 
the selectivity was a function of how many |.F. stages it 
had and whether it had a crystal filter. Audio output 
power was important because most hams had started out 
using amplitude modulation, and because they used their 
receiver for other than ham radio. We didn’t have FM and 
stereo, so they listened to the broadcast band. Many of 
us started out as short-wave-listeners. Hearing the west 
coast in the middle of the night on AM was a big deal. 


THE CRYSTAL SET. What does it take to make a receiv- 
er? It starts with the detector and that was the only stage 
in the first receivers. Everything between that and the 
antenna makes it more sensitive and selective. Everything 
between the detector and output (phones or speaker) 
makes it louder. | know that is a rather simplistic descrip- 
tion considering the elegance of modern rigs, but that 
was how receivers were made in the early days. Then vac- 
uum tubes came along. 


THE REGENERATIVE RECEIVER. It is a well-known prin- 
ciple that feedback in any system either increases or 
decreases the gain. Positive feedback is the principle used 
in the regen. Part of the amplified incoming signal is fed 
back into the input. If carried to the extreme you have an 
oscillator, but below the level of oscillation, extremely 
high levels of amplification are achieved. Howard 
Armstrong, inventor of FM radio, demonstrated his 
regenerative receiver at technical meetings while enclos- 
ing it in a box before he patented it in 1914. The previ- 
ous invention of the vacuum tube by Lee DeForest had 
made this possible. 


THE TRF RECEIVER (TUNED RADIO FREQUENCY). By 
adding one or more amplifier stages before the detector, 
weaker stations could be heard since the signal must be 
higher in amplitude than the threshold of the crystal 
detector to be heard at all. Even with several audio ampli- 
fiers after the detector, you couldn’t hear the weak ones. 
And they amplify everything. Selectivity zero. The solu-

tion is tuned circuits ahead of the detector to discriminate 
against unwanted signals. 


To get more and more selectivity, designers used several 
tuned circuits ganged together, all resonant at the same 
frequency. This was accomplished by rotating several vari- 
able capacitors at the same time on a common shaft. To 
keep each tuned circuit on the same frequency through- 
out the entire rotation of the capacitor, most designs 
added trimmer and padder capacitors. A separate, small- 
er variable capacitor in parallel with the main tuning 
capacitor, and a band switch reduced the tuning rate so 
that the receiver could be more easily calibrated, 
Separate coils for the different bands made the design 
even more complicated and tracking more difficult. Many 
TRF receivers were built by hams before WWII, but by that 
time, the superior performance of the super heterodyne 
signaled the end of that design by all but the most dedi- 
cated receiver builders. 


THE SUPERHET. The weakness of the TRF was that the 
only selectivity was at the operating frequency. As the 
higher frequencies came into wider use, this became 
more and more of a problem because making high-Q coils 
becomes more difficult as the frequency is increased. The 
Q of the circuit is what determines its ability to discrimi- 
nate against adjacent signals. The higher the Q, the bet- 
ter. Even if you can get a decent Q at one frequency, it is 
almost impossible to maintain it over a wide range 
because of imperfect tracking of the variable capacitors. 
The solution is to build your receiver with the desired 
selectivity on a single frequency and convert the desired 
signal to that frequency. The tracking problem is greatly 
reduced and by using a very low frequency, you can get 
very sharp selectivity. The process of converting the input 
signal to that fixed lower frequency is called heterodyn- 
ing, mixing, or converting. The fixed frequency is called 
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the intermediate frequency (I.F.) since it is between the 
radio frequency (R.F.) and the audio (A.F.) frequency. For 
some reason | have never known, the typical |.F. was 455 
khz in almost every early receiver. 


The heterodyne principle is that when two frequencies are 
combined, sum and difference frequencies are created. 
The two frequencies combined are the incoming desired 
signal and a local signal created by an oscillator in the 
receiver. The frequency of the local oscillator is controlled 
by a capacitor section added to the tuning capacitor used 
in the TRF. When the local oscillator is combined with the 
incoming, two new frequencies are created, the sum and 
the difference. For example, an incoming signal at 3550 
kHz mixed with a local oscillator at 4005 kHz would pro- 
duce 455 kHz (our I.F), but it would also produce 3550 
+4005 = 7555 kHz. Alternately, 3550 kHz mixed with 
3095 produces the same 455 |.F. Local oscillators usually 
operate higher than the signal frequency. It should be 
noted that since sum and difference frequencies are pro- 
duced in the mixing process, an unwanted signal 455 kHz 
above that 4005 kHz local oscillator would also produce a 
signal at 455 kHz. That signal is called the image fre- 
quency. Images come right on through just like the 
desired signal unless steps are taken to minimize it. There 
are two solutions. One is selectivity in the RF stages 
ahead of the mixer. The second is to use a higher local 
oscillator frequency which makes the image further away 
from the operating frequency. 


Many super heterodyne receivers connect the mixer 
directly to the antenna without an R.F. amplifier which 
leads to problems. One is that the local oscillator signal 
can be transmitted and interfere with other services. 
Another is that there is no image rejection. Even with one 
or more R.F. amplifier stages between the mixer and 
antenna, images get to be a problem when the |.F. is a 


small percentage of the incoming. On ten meters, for 
example, with a single conversion receiver with an |.F. of 
455, the image is less than 2% from the frequency of the 
desired station. You are going to hear stations on the 
image frequency, they are going to be inside the ten- 
meter band, and you can’t tell the difference between 
them. 


To get around the image problem, designers have taken 
advantage of improved vacuum tubes and solid-state 
devices by operating the local oscillator at a much higher 
frequency. The resulting first |.F. is converted a second (or 
a third) time to a lower frequency where the desired selec- 
tivity can be obtained. 
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Digital technology has now revolutionized receiver design 
to produce the marvelous transceivers we have today. 
Where the frequency stability was once determined by a 
free-running local oscillator, we now have superb accura- 
cy and stability due to crystal control. Manufacture of the 
quartz crystals themselves has also benefited from 
advanced technology by lowering prices and reducing 
draft due to temperature changes. It is surprising how 
many Dx spots on the cluster are dead on frequency. 
There was a time when | stayed ten kilohertz from the 
band edge to make sure | didn’t get a ‘pink ticket.’ Just 
walking across the floor caused quivering in the receiver. 
Transmitters were affected the same way. Some stations 
drifted so much you had to chase them across the band 
during a transmission and find them when they came 
back to you. 


We are no longer turning a variable capacitor when we 
spin the dial. We are turning a digital shaft encoder 
which is counting pulses. If the several stages of conver- 
sion and their amplifiers don’t give you all of the selectiv- 
ity you want, you can just crank in some more with the 
digital signal processor. 


My FT-1000D is about 20 years old now and | am sure 
there are better rigs out there, but it is such an improve- 
ment over the two-tube regen | started with that | can’t 
get excited about trading up. You may remember a car- 
toon character in CQ magazine named Hashifisty Scratchy 
who bragged that with his souped-up receiver, he could 
hear two wires scratching together in Outer Mongolia. 
You could probably do that today if there weren't a zillion 
of us on the air...all trying to work the same guy at the 
same time. The DXpedition to Southern Sudan started up 
just a few days ago and after listening to the pileups, I’m 
ready for some further receiver evolution, perhaps some- 
thing along the lines of ESP.

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a 
well documented “history.” This “history” was compiled 
from many sources (see endnote); some of them are con- 
tradictory. This history is incomplete and should be regard- 
ed as a work in progress. There is an absence of YL, 
minorities, disabled hams and hams from the U.S. territo- 
ries in this history for they are historically under-represented 
in ham radio. 


Welcome to our sixteenth installment in a series of articles 
on the history of the Novice license in American amateur 
radio history. In the Spring 2008 issue of the QCWA Journal 
we looked at structure of the Novice license when it was 
introduced in 1951. In article two, Summer 2008, we 
looked at 1951, the earliest Novices. The third article told 
about the early-1950s. The mid-1950s, were covered in the 
fourth issue. In the fifth installment we looked at the late- 
1950s. The sixth article considered what it would take to 
become the first Novice to earn the DXCC award. The next 
article we told the story of how Bill Tippett, W4ZV, formerly 
KNARID, was the first Novice to DXCC. After that we told 
the story of the chase to become the first DXCC. The two 
articles after that discussed early-Novice callsigns. The 
eleventh article took a first look at school-based amateur 
radio programs. The twelfth through fifteenth articles dis- 
cussed 1960, 1961, 1962 and 1963 respectively. This article 
shall discuss 1964, the fourteenth year of the Novice 
license. 


In 1964 there were about a quarter-million hams in the 
U.S.; 360,000 worldwide (QST, Jan. 1964, pp. 9). (Note - 
There was not a breakdown by license class available.) 


In the mid-1960s, the supply of unissued “WA” prefixes 
was exhausted in the second, fourth and sixth call districts. 
The FCC started reissuing vacant “WA” call signs. 

1964 Novice Roundup happened between February first 
through fourteenth (QST, pp. 57). QST did not report the 
number of Novices that took part; only that it was a 24.3% 
increase from last year (Aug. 1964, pp. 57). 309 Novices 
took part in the contest in 1963 (QST, July, pp. 18). If there 
was a 24.3% increase in 1964, this means there were 76 
additional Novices taking part in 1964. 1964 then had 385 
Novice participants. There were also 102 non-novices that 
took part in 1964 (QST, Aug., pp. 57). Robert E. Dixon,

WN8HQI, Columbus, OH, won Novice Roundup in 1964 
with 26,580 points (QST, Aug. 1964, pp. 57). Robert is no 
longer in the FCC database. Roger L. Hoffman, WNSIYU, 
Rock Falls, IL, was third place with 18,144 points (QST, 
Aug. 1964, pp. 57). We found Roger, who is now 
N4RR/PJ4R. He told us briefly he was heading off to Aruba 
to work the CQWW RTTY contest. Novice Roundup started 
him in contesting and he has been doing it ever since. We 
hope to interview Roger when he gets back and publish 
the results on our website www.NoviceHistory.org). Jerry 
Keisler, WN5KZA, now WASKZA, took first place in OK 
Section in the 1964 Novice Roundup (see his certificate and 
picture, and read his story on our website). Space limita- 
tions do not permit us to discuss Novice Roundup further, 
nor summarize Lou McCoy’s QST Beginner and Novice col- 
umn. Please visit the website of the Novice Historical 
Society, www.NoviceHistory.org, which supports this col- 
umn. 


Pawtucket, Rhode Island, 8-year-old Geoff Allsup, W10H, 
took a period of several years to become a Novice starting 
with a Lafayette 10- to-1 electronics experimental kit, 
which led to a Knight Kit Ocean Hopper SWL receiver, then 
a Knight Kit R-55 SWL receiver, then to CB. An article in 
Boy's Life told Geoff about ham radio and he became a 
Novice, WN1BFI in January 1964. Geoff's very supportive 
father bought him a Hammarlund HQ-180A a month earli- 
er and a transmitter with room to grow, a E.F. Johnson 
Viking Valiant II, which he used within Novice limits. He 
made his first contact on January 24, 1964 with his friend 
Ed, WN1BFH, whom he knew from CB. 


Dave Bartley of Muskegon, MI, WN8KOY’‘s Letter to QST's 
Editor, reported he was winding coils to build a 75M trans- 
mitter (Mar. 1964, pp. 78). We found Dave as K5El. His 
elmer, Phil DeCaire, WA8DND, now WB7AEI, was actually 
younger than Dave. Phil was a CW whiz. May 1964 QST 
printed a Strays item saying there was a daily Student's 
Traffic Net which met on 3868 kc - but did not print the 
name of a contact person so we have no way of tracking 
this lead (pp. 56). 


Craig E. Kershow, KN3ZEE, Gaithersburg, MD, had his Hint 
n’ Kinks printed in May 1964 QST in which he suggested 
that parts could be stored by hanging them in sandwich 
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bags with a label (pp. 59). Craig is no longer in the FCC 
database. 


August 1964 QST reported that David Mallory, WN4LBO, 
Cowpens, SC, passed his Conditional exam (pp. 35). When 
his new Conditional license arrived the callsign he was 
issued was WN4LBO. Using a Conditional license that had 
been issued with a Novice callsign caused confusion 
amongst those who worked him (pp. 35). He was later 
issued WA4LBO. We found a David H. Mallory who is 
N4VW but could not reach him. 


QST warned Novices that the frequency stamped on a crys- 
tal maybe in the Novice sub-band but if it is close to the 
sub-band edge the true frequency may vary due to the cir- 
cuits in which it is plugged into (Aug., 1964, pp. 35). 
Douglas Stivison, WN2MYU, Uniondale NY, now NR1A, 
wrote a complaint letter to the Editor of QST about the 
ARRL' special event station, K2US, at the World’s Fair 
(Aug., 1964, pp. 152, 154). He was rudely told since he 
was only a Novice he was not allowed to operate the sta- 
tion, even using Novice privileges and “shooed” out of the 
station. QST apologized, not for the rude treatment Doug 
received, but for their failure to inform Novices they could 
not operate due to heavy demand. We find it unfortunate 
that a newcomer and child of only 13-years-old was treated 
rudely and when he sought compassion from the ARRL for 
this breach in ham radio etiquette he was rebuffed. We 
were concerned for Doug that such a young Novice not be 
discouraged from ham radio, so we set out to find him. 
We found Doug with a distinguished history in ham radio 
having been an Assistant Editor of Ham Radio magazine 
and then an Associate Editor of 73 magazine. In 1971, 
Doug was 73’s Novice columnist. After Doug left 73, there 
were different hams who wrote Novice stories but for short 
periods of time. 
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He was rudely told since he was only a 
Novice he was not allowed to operate the 
station, even using Novice privileges and 
“shooed” out of the station. QST apolo- 
gized, not for the rude treatment Doug 
received, but for their failure to inform 
Novices they could not operate due to 


heavy demand. 


WN2HAQ wrote QST that his landiord would not allow him 
to have an antenna so he loaded up his curtain rods in his 
apartment (Dec., 1964, pp. 25).

Introduction: 


Each of your Officers, Board Members, and General 
Manager of the QCWA wear many hats to keep our 
organization running smoothly. In addition to my stan- 
dard duties as a QCWA Board Member, | also chair the 
U.S. side of the External Relations Standing Committee. 
(Skip Swenson, WB6VVA, QCWA Director, chairs the 
Canadian side of the border.) What exactly is the 
“External Relations Standing Committee”? It simply is a 
committee within the QCWA whose job it is to stay 
aware of what external organizations might be doing 
that ultimately might have a direct impact on the 
QCWA, its Members, and you as a licensed amateur 
radio operator. As an example, some of the external 
organizations that | interface with are the FCC, ARRL, 
CQ Magazine, Underwriters Laboratories, to name a 
few. 


The updated information contained within this docu- 
ment has been presented in part at three venues: the 
2011 Dayton Hamvention, the 2011 QCWA Board of 
Directors Meeting and the associated QCWA Convention 
in Warwick, RI, in September of 2011. 


Before getting into the issue of the current threat from 
Capitol Hill, | would like to bring you up to date with 
another threat to our hobby, broadband over power line 
more commonly referred to as simply “BPL”. 
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BPL: 


In recent past years, the hot bed of concern among 
amateur radio operators has been the deployment of 
BPL (broadband over power line) hardware and its RF 
interference effects upon our ham bands. Now that 
improvements have been made in BPL technology, most 
specifically the ability to notch-out those band portions 
of the RF spectrum that might coincide with either ama- 
teur or other critical RF communications, the interfer- 
ence reports have drastically decreased. That is not to 
say that BPL has ceased to be a problem but we need to 
continue our vigilance in this area as some public utility 
companies still continue to try to deploy some of the 
earlier, interference causing, hardware for purposes of 
network monitoring. 


Capitol Hill Threatens 70 CM with H.R. 607: 


The QCWA External Relations Standing Committee's 
area of higher concern is now the careful monitoring of 
the status of the U.S. House of Representatives Bill intro- 
duced as the "Broadband for First Responders Act of 
2011" or H.R. 607. That House bill was introduced by 
Representative Peter King (R-NY), Chairman of the 
House Homeland Security Committee, on February 10, 
2011. What prompted Peter King to introduce this bill? 
It was done at the urging of the White House which in 
turn was brought about by the failure of emergency 
organizations to be able to fully communicate during 
times of national emergencies such as the attack on the 
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World Trade Center/Twin Towers disaster in New York 
City on September 11, 2001 and hurricanes sweeping 
the gulf and eastern coastlines during later years. These 
types of disasters have made emergency/disaster organi- 
zations more fully aware that they are not able to fully 
communicate. The confusion that ensued when the NYC 
Fire Department was not able to fully communicate with 
the NYC Police Department during and immediately 
after the attack on the World Trade Center/Twin Towers 
was massive! Remember that old 50’s B/W TV show 
“You Bet Your Life”? During that show, the host, 
Groucho Marx, would always announce a “secret 
word”. Now, with regard to future mandated optimum 
communications, the “secret word” that you will hear 
more and more is “interoperability” which simply means 
to be able to reliably communicate between different 
agencies in times of need and disasters so that aide can 
be delivered effectively to individuals and communities. 


Following its introduction to the House of 
Representatives, H.R. 607 has since been given to the 
House Energy and Commerce Committee which orches- 
trates telecommunications legislation. Specifically, H.R. 
607 addresses certain spectrum management issues to 
include the creation/maintenance of a new proposed 
nationwide Public Safety broadband network: 


termed by some as a “Companion Bill” to H.R. 607. 


The confusion that ensued when 
the NYC Fire Department was not 
able to fully communicate with the 
NYC Police Department during and 
immediately after the attack on 
the World Trade Center/Twin 
Towers was massive!

The Bill proposes to distribute the “D-Block” of the 700 
MHz frequency range for Public Safety use, strangely on 
a non-FCC auction basis. The “D-Block” consists of two, 
5-megahertz wide 'chunks' of spectrum, 758-763 and 
788-793 MHz which became available when the FCC 
ceased authorizing analog TV broadcasts. But, in order 
to recoup the loss of revenue that would have occurred 
had there been an FCC auction of the D-Block, the Bill 
proposes to instead auction/reallocate the paired 420- 
440 MHz and 450-470 MHz bands for commercial 
usage within 10 years of the passage of the Bill. 
Frequencies sound familiar? Thus, as currently written, 
this Bill is a direct attack upon the amateur radio 70 cm 
band!! Obviously, the proposed loss of the 420-440 
MHz band would be

Since the introduction of H.R. 607, | have received sever- 
al reports that Representative Peter King (R-NY), 
Chairman of the House Homeland Security, has been 
directly approached by the ARRL, ham radio clubs and 
ham radio constituents of their concerns about H.R. 607 
as it relates to ham radio. To date, even though the 
rumor is that Representative Peter King has implied that 
the Bill will be edited such that it does not conflict with 
the ham spectrum, this writer has not detected anything 
official in that regard coming out of Peter King’s office 
or from the House Energy and Commerce Committee. 
My attempts to communicate with Representative King 
have been unsuccessful. While discussing this subject 
matter at the QCWA Members Meeting at Warwick, RI, 
President Kay Craigie, N3KN, of the ARRL echoed similar 
problems in communicating with the busy 
Representative King. Therefore, until we can ensure that 
H.R. 607 has truly received a rewrite and has ceased to 
be a threat to ham radio, its approval and endorsement 
should be carefully scrutinized at arm’s length. 


A Capitol Hill Solution Is Presented: 


On May 19, 2011 Senator Joseph Lieberman (CT), co- 
sponsored by Senator John McCain (AZ), introduced 
what is being termed by some as a “Companion Bill” to 
H.R. 607. Personally, | would prefer the use of the term 
“Replacement Bill”. Senator Joseph Lieberman's bill, also 
called the “Broadband for First Responders Act of 
2011”, has received the Senate designation of S. 1040. 
It amends the Communications Act of 1934 to increase 
the electromagnetic spectrum allocation for public safety 
services by 10 megahertz and reduces such allocation for 
commercial use by the same amount. It directs the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC) to: 
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(1) allocate the paired electromagnetic spectrum bands 
of 758-763 megahertz and 788-793 megahertz (referred 
to as D Block) for public safety broadband communica- 
tions and license such paired bands to public safety; 


(2) establish rules to permit a public safety broadband 
licensee to authorize public safety service providers to 
construct and operate a wireless public safety broadband 
network in the public safety broadband spectrum; 


(3) require the wireless public safety broadband network 
to be fully interoperable, provide for user roaming and 
priority access to public safety entities, be disaster surviv- 
able, have appropriate cyber security, and enable author- 
ized users to develop local networks; 


(4) authorize the shared use, sublicensing, or leasing of 
the public safety broadband spectrum and network 
infrastructure by entities that are not defined as public 
safety services; 


(5) allow use of the public safety broadband spectrum 
by emergency response providers; and 


(6) establish rules enabling nationwide wireless public 
safety broadband network interoperability and roaming 
across any commercial network. 


Other notable points of this Senate Bill are to direct the 
Secretary of Commerce to: 


(1) establish a grant program to assist states, municipali- 
ties, and Indian tribes to establish a nationwide public 
safety interoperable broadband network in the 700 
megahertz band, and 


(2) administer a program through which not more than 
50% of maintenance and operational expenses associat- 
ed with the public safety interoperable broadband net- 
work may be reimbursed from the Maintenance and 
Operation Fund. 


The Bill also directs: 

(1) the Assistant Secretary of Commerce to identify at 
least 15 megahertz of contiguous spectrum between 
1675 and 1710 megahertz for reallocation, and (2) the 
FCC to auction various specified spectrum ranges. 


(2) each federal law enforcement agency, within 10 
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The Bill proposes to distribute the

years, to move all noncommercial network communica- 
tions to spectrum located in the 700 and 800 megahertz 
bands. 


(3) the FCC, with exceptions, from renewing public safe- 
ty licenses between 170 and 512 megahertz. (Note: 
Ham radio is not public safety.) 


H.R. 607 / S. 1040 Summary Advice: 


At this point, it is very important to be cognizant of the 
fact that both H.R. 607 and S.1040 are merely Bills 
which are not yet enforceable law and thus in effect 
outside the jurisdiction of the FCC. 


Canadians Note: Neither Bill has become law in the 
U.S. and is thus unenforceable by the Federal 
Communications Commission. But historically, at such 
time as it does become law, | anticipate that the 
Canadian authorities at Industry Canada will follow simi- 
larly. 


The QCWA certainly recognizes and supports the need 
for a dedicated Public Safety spectrum. However, as a 
Member of the QCWA, each of us should oppose H.R. 
607 as currently written because it represents a direct 
threat to the 70 cm ham band. Therefore, please join 
the QCWA in opposing H.R. 607 while supporting 
S.1040 by writing your House Representative. In my trav- 
els on behalf of the QCWA, | have been actively encour- 
aging QCWA Members to support Senate Bill S. 1040 by 
contacting their Senator because the Bill is indeed 
“ham-friendly”. Since 2012 is an election year for 
many of the politicians, | don’t expect fast action on 
either of these bills but we do need to be vigilant at all 
times.

General Meeting Summary, 


Boarpb oF Directors MEETING SUMMARY, 
SEPTEMBER 8, 2017 


President Roske called the Board of Directors to Order 
at 0800 on September 8, 2011. Present were Vice- 
President Oelke, Acting Secretary Culver, Treasurer 
Harris; Directors: Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Erwin, Mr. 
Harrison, Mr. Smith, Mr. Swenson, and General 
Manager Walbridge. Not present, Directors: Mr. 
Hirsch, Mr. McCalvy, and Mr. Simpson. 


President Roske welcomed the Board to the 
Convention and introduced the slate of candidates for 
office as proposed by the Nominations Committee. 
President Roske called for a moment of silence to 
reflect upon our Silent Keys. President Roske asked 
for approval of the agenda and the agenda was 
adopted. President Roske then asked for a motion 
from the Board and Mr. Harrison moved to appoint 
Mr. Culver, Acting Secretary, to the position of 
Secretary, filling that position following the resigna- 
tion of Secretary Supina. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Erwin and the motion passed. Mr. Culver 
assumed the position of Secretary. 


President Roske introduced a candidate for Director in 
the 2012 election, Stephen Licht, WF2S, who was 
attending the BOD meeting as an invited observer. 


QCWA Officers reported to the Board. Vice-President 
Oelke, Chair of the Search Committee, reported on 
progress to secure candidates for General Manager 
and Journal Editor Position. Secretary Culver reported 
on BOD motions passed since the last general mem- 
bers meeting in Dayton, including recognition of Leo 
Meyerson, WOGFQ, on his 100th birthday; extension 
of the contract for retiring QCWA Journal Editor D. 
Walbridge; adoption of the 2011 Operating Budget 
Proposal; approval of Honorary Member status for 
Ruth Cohen; approval of a dues increase effective July 
1, 2012; approval for Chapter 162 to host a QCWA 
Cruise in 2013; approved a motion to award QCWA 
General Manager Chuck Walbridge, K1IGD, the Roll 
of Honor Award; and approved a resolution thanking 
2011 Convention hosts Swenson and Makul, and host 


September 8, 2011 


Chapters Yankee Chapter 112, Pine Tree Chapter 134, 
Twin States Chapter 146, Nutmeg Chapter 149, 
Pioneer Chapter 183, and all committee members, 
spouses, and assistants for an enjoyable convention. 
Treasurer Harris reported on the overall financial 
health of the organization, noting that the 
Endowment Fund has done well, but that we need to 
review our overall expenses. It was noted specifically 
that scholarships awarded must be funded from inter- 
est paid by the Scholarship Fund, that all expenses for 
the Scholarship Fund be taken from fund proceeds, 
and that the principal must not be spent. General 
Manager Walbridge indicated that all office routines 
are functioning normally. New items obtained for 
resale to members include new QSL cards, and new 
belt buckles. Office software has been updated. GM 
Walbridge indicated current membership at some- 
thing around 7000, exact numbers fluctuating from 
time to time, including approximately 6,000 U. S. 
members, 250 Canadian members, and the remainder 
from various DX countries. The current HQ Office 
contract ends March 31, 2012. 


Discussions were led by Chairpersons of the Standing 
Committees. Items discussed included a recommen- 
dation for review of the QCWA Journal Editorial 
Policy. A small increase in QCWA QSO Party participa- 
tion was noted. Planning for the 2012 Convention in 
Reno, Nevada, is under way with several innovative 
concepts being explored. A Power-Point presentation 
is nearing completion that will assist local Chapters in 
their recruitment efforts. A caution was announced 
that HR 607, the Broadband for First Responders Act 
of 2011, still poses a threat to Amateur Radio 70 Cm 
band, but that SB-1040, the Senate bill provides pro- 
tection. QCWA members are urged to support SB- 
1040. The importance of ‘flying the flag’ — showing 
the QCWA Banner at recruiting/Information 
tables/booths at hamfests and other gatherings was 
emphasized as important in generating growth of the 
organization. 


A major topic of discussion was the need for over- 
sight of organization expenses. Making content of 
the QCWA Journal relevant and timely to members 
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was discussed, with recommendations for increased 
use of the QCWA Reflector by members for short- 
term announcements. Increased contact with the 
membership is a goal of the BOD and Reflector usage 
is encouraged. Coordination between QCWA and the 
F.A.R. Scholarship Program is being examined with the 
desire for QCWA to be more formally identified with 
QCWA Scholarship recipients. 


After a break for lunch, 12:00 p.m. — 1:10 p.m., the 
BOD was again called to order by President Roske. 


New business included wide-ranging discussion con- 
cerning cost reductions and savings for the organiza- 
tion.

a.m. and, after a moment of silence honoring QCWA 
Silent Keys and those who lost life in the Sept 11, 
2001 attacks, welcomed members to the Convention 
with an overview of events. 


Vice-President Oelke commented on the Search 
Committee to find a replacement for retiring General 
Manager Walbridge. Contract adjustments are being 
made to permit an orderly transfer of responsibilities. 
A concern was expressed regarding membership 
retention and growth. President Roske reported on 
the financial status of the organization, indicating that 
several initiatives are being considered to secure the 
financial security of the organization.
